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The  Iowa  CroiD  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  division  of  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  o'f  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  SeiDorting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators^  and  county.   State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties-^    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time,     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Yo  Strand,  State- 
wide Work  projects  Administration  Su-oervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Sta- 
tistics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project  65-1- 
72-155  of  the  Work  projects  Administration„     Official  project  665-72-3-36  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  39  and  41. 

The  lo^a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  -oublication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  data 
on  crops  and  li'^'-estocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws,.     Without  these  data  by 
townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less  accurate 
and  less  complete.

IOWA  AGRICULTUHAL  STATISTICS  -  POTTAWATTAl'OE  COUHTY 


When  rottawattamie  Coimty  was  created  in  1847,  it  included  territory 
now  divided  into  the  counties  of  Fremont,  page,   Taylor,  Adams;  Montgomery, 
Mills,   Cass,   and  a  portion  of  Ringgold,  Union,  Adair,   Guthrie,  Hecatur  and 
Harrison^     The  territory  within  such  limits  was  in  the  old  lies  Moines 
County  from  1834  to  1836,     The  northern  tier  of  townships  in  old  les  Moines 
County  was  in  Keoloak  County  from  1837  to  1840,    Pottawattamie  County  was 
reduced  to  its  present  "boundaries  in  1851.  1/ 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  September,  1848,  and  was  named 
after  the  Pottawattamie  tribe  of  Indians  which  formerly  occupied  that  portion 
of  lowac 

In  the  dim  past,   Indians  met  along  the  bluffs  in  this  region  to  sell 
their  furs  to  French  traders  and  explorers,,     Lewis  and  Clark  Camped  near 
here  in  1804c     In  1824  a  Trench  trader  naned  Hart  established  a  trading  post 
within  the  present  limits  of  Council  Bluffs,  and  the  place  became  known  as 
Hart's  Bluff.     Francis  Guittar  settled  Toermanently  in  the  county  when  he  was 
appointed  an  agent  for  the  American  Fur  Company  in  1827.  2/ 

Hart's  Bluff,  later  called  Trader's  Point,  was  established  by  the  Mov- 
mons  who  congregated  here  before  the  main  body  left  for  Utah.     Colonel  Kane, 
a  warm  friend  of  the  Mormons,  was  very  active  in  their  behalf  in  1846  and 
the  name  was  changed  to  Kanesville  in  his  honor «     It  retained  this  name  until 
the  State  Legislature  changed  it  to  Council  Bluffs  in  1853.     Luring  the  years 
of  1849  to  1851,  vast  numbers  of  gold  seekers  passed  through  this  county  on 
their  way  to  California  and  contributed  much  to  the  development  of  Kanesville, 

The  Cedar  Rapids  and  Missouri  River  Railroad,  now  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western, entered  Council  Bluffs  on  January  1,  1867»     In  1868,   the  Council 
Bluffs  and  St,  Joseph  Railroad  was  completed,  and,   in  the  following  year,  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island,  and  pacific  Railroad  entered  Council  Bluffs*  3/ 

Area 

Pottawattamie  County  has  an  area  of  942  square  miles  4/,  or  602,880  acres 
Of  this  number,  586,294  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  5f~  Tnere  are  29  town- 
ships in  the  county  and  it  ranks  second  in  point  of  size  in  the  State o 

Soils 

The  Soils  of  Pottawattamie  County  have  been  grouped  into  3  classes  ac- 
cording to  their  origin  and  location;     namely,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp 
and  bottom-.land.     The  loess  soils  cover  72.7  percent  of  the  area  and  are

The  terrace  soils  cover  3.3  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Hancock 
loams — 3.2  percent,  and  Osgood  very  fine  sand — Ool  percent.     The  swamp  and  bot- 
tom-land soils  cover  24.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Wahash 
loams — 13^4  percent;  Wabash  silty  clay — 8.4  percent,   Sarpy  very  fine  sandy  loam— 
1,8  percent,  and  Sarpy  very  fine  sand — 0,4  percent,  _6/ 

Topography 

The  topogra-phy  of  Pottawattamie  County  is  very  uniform,  consisting  in 
the  main  of  upland  slopes  and  several  flood  plains ;     There  are,  also,  some 
strips  of  upland  plains  and  a  few  terraces^     The  f?.ood  plain  of  the  Missouri 
Hiver  covers  about  7  percent  of  the  area  and  has  an  elevation  of  generally 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  water  level  of  the  river.     The  flood  plains  of  the 
other  rivers  are  of  minor  importance  as  they  cover  comparatively  small  areas^ 
There  are  also  rather  large  plains,  or  bottom-lands,   formed  by  numerous  smaller 
streamso 

The  main  feature  of  the  county  is  an  old  d^'ift  plain,  which  has  been  cut 
by  the  above  mentioned  lowland  plains.     This  plain  has  a  gently  slope  to  the 
southwest  and  an  average  elevation  of  about  1 ; 200  to  1,300  feeto 

The  main  streams  which  cross  the  county  from  north  to  south  divide  this 
plain  to  a  succession  of  broad,  parallel  swells..     The  rougher  portions  of 
the  county,  which  consist  of  narrow  ridges,  and  ravines,,  are  found  near  the 
bluffs  of  the  Missouri  River  and  are  undoubtedly  the  result  of  erosione 

The  drainage  is  effected  by  the  East  and  West  j^Ti shnabotna  rivers,  the 
Beyer  River5   and  their  tributariesv  ?/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  49  degree Sn    _8/  The 
average  precipitation  for  59  years  (1871-1930)  was  31c38  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  166  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  27  and 
October  10,   over  a  period  of  11  years  (1919-1930  incl.)c  ^/ 

Population 

The  State  Census  of  1849  credited  this  county  with  a  population  of  6,552c 
When  the  Mormons  moved  on  westward,   the  population  dropped  for  a  time,  but 
after  1850  a  steady  growth  started  and  has  continued  to  this  day.     It  has  a 
density  of  74  persons  per  square  milej  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44,

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  5  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 1  creamery,  1  petroleum  plant,  1  fruit  and  vegetable  market  and 
2  elevators, 

As  a  whole,   thev  had  2,119  members^   of  which  2,050  were  active.,  and 
2,608  persons  did  business  with  the  5  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  bolume  of  $481,764  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  trans- 
acted $85,387  worth  of  business^ 

Cooperatives  may  both  b'uy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively .    purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,   and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons, 

Fruit 

The  apple  crop  reached  its  peak  in  1909  when  25bi,113  trees  and  371,740 
bushels  were  reported.       The  largest  number  of  peach  trees,  17,249,  was  reported 
in  1909;  but  the  largest  production,  4,001  bushels,  was  recorded  in  1934,

E-,de  "hy  the  Sta'-e  a  ssessors'   office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  ycsrs  would  select  their  "best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  "by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  th~.t  reported  as  husked,. 

This  was  done  "by  counties  only  and  not  "by  to^^nships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  som.ewhat  high  since  they  are  "based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  hy 
townships  with  this  yield,  an.d  a^ny  attempt  to  multiply  it  "by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  resu-lt  in  a  toc  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and.  1936  have  "been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  he  multi- 
plied hy  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county, 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  ta"bles  since  corn  yield  has  "been  assumed 
to  he  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields,  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  eheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Tables  34  and  35  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  Earm  assessors'  figures.
